Recently retired Town Treasurer/Collector Rudy 
Altobelli is one of the three challengers for one of 
the six Schoo! Committee seats. Frank J. Lawlor, 
who lost a bid in the 1991 Town Elections, is again 
seeking a seat, as is newcomer Scott L. Macey. 

In the council race, 10 of the 11 incumbents 
returned nomination papers (Mrs. Willis is running 
for mayor), including council President James D. 
Taylor, Vice-President George Bitzas, Richard S. 
Brindle, Walter A. Balboni, Edward A. Caba, 
Thomas Ennis, Jr., Nancy J. Gravel, Jessie D.

The current council has been a house divided 
on many occasions and has engaged in many bit- 
ter battles over a variety of issues since taking of- 
fice in January 1992. 


Some Former Big Names 

In the field of 12 challengers, several former 
town councilors are seeking to regain their seats. 

Among the most prominent is Edward G. 
Borgatti, who was defeated by Johnson for mayor 
in 1991. Borgatti was always a strong vote-getter 
when he ran for council. Also, David Skolnick, 
who likewise draws a strong vote, is seeking to 
regain his seat. He did not seek reelection in 1991. 

Two other councilors seeking to regain their 
seats are Vivian Dziardziel, a one term councilor 
who lost in the 1991 election, and Valentine R. 
Moreno, who served one term on the council in 
the 1970's.

Six Steps For Survival 


Many home fires happen at night, between 
11:00 p.m. and 6:00 a.m., while most of us are 
sleeping. Make sure your family can protect itself 
by knowing these six steps: 

4. Smoke detectors should be installed on’each 
level of your home and outside sleeping areas. If 
you sleep with the bedroom door closed, install a 
detector in the bedroom. Smoke detectors sound 
an early warning while escape is still possible. 
Test detectors monthly and replace batteries an- 
nually. 

2. Have a home fire escape plan. Draw out your 
home on paper and mark at least’two exits from 
each room. Make plans for family members who 
may need assistance, the very young or old. If ex- 
its include windows, make sure they can be easily 
opened; if they’re high, have escape ladders 
available. Designate a place for everyone to meet 
once they get outside. . .

6. Go to your designated meeting place. Have 
someone go to a neighbor's to call the fire depart- 
ment. Once you’re outside, you should never go 
back into a burning building. j

Riotous Conditions Now 
Prevail For Tuckahoe Turf 


To The Editor: 

The immature action taken by Mayor Christoper 
Johnson with the Tuckahoe Turf Farm issue is 
now becoming a three ring circus. 

The Tuckahoe Farm event has turned into a 
giant law case. One reason is the Mayor did not 
take action for the “first refusal” under Mass. 
State Law Chapter 61A (Farm Preservation Act) 
until it was too late. He jumped headlong into bat- 
tle without intelligent consideration. He should 
have controlled his ego and accepted what was a 
gift of some 40 acres of prime land for FREE (from 
the developer). That’s 40 acres - enough land for a 
school and all the recreation land needed for that 
area, or any other need. 

Now let’s look at what the Mayor has allowed to 
happen. He is an attorney. He should have used 
his judgement for the benefit of all the people, not 
let his ego take hold and became a smart-aleck. 
He should have acceptedvall that free land for all 
those nice people in that area. 

Instead, he created the riotious conditions that 
now prevail. He, the Mayor, and his legal staff 
decided to hire Attorney Wilhelm from Northamp- 
ton to aid the city to fight the case of trying to buy 
that Tuckahoe land. 

Incidentally, the land will ultimately cost 
Agawam more than $2 million. The’ hiring of a 
third attorney from Northampton was put on the 
shoulders of the present staff attorney. Why? 
Because he came from the same office where the 
Mayor once worked. Of course, they would have 
the public believe that our present city attorney, 
Mr. Sclofani, was not the Mayor’s choice. The fact 
is that Attorney Sclofani also came from the same 
office of this Northampton attorney.

To Protect And Serve

The job description is brief, simple, and to the 
point. Today’s police officer must agree to “pro- 
tect and serve” at all cost. However, it’s not so 
much the two words as it is the implications con- 
tained within each. 

We must be prepared every day—indeed, on 
every call—to faithfully uphold the laws of the 
Constitution and enforce the laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. There are rules, 
procedures, and guidelines within which we must 
operate. 

In order to preserve the peace and maintain 
civility, we are expected, at the very least, to work 
within the confines of the legal system. That, at 
times, can be difficult enough; but, when you add 
department policy to the long list of rules, the job 
description of today’s police officer suddenly 
takes on new meaning as well as tremendous risk. 

We are a society of people hell-bent on living for 
the moment and living to excess. Alcohol, drugs, 
money, and sex are some of the ills we of the 
police department deal with each and every day. It 
would seem there are an endless number of calls 
for help, and 95% of them involve the above. 

Car accidents, family disputes, assaults, 
housebreaks, larcenies, murders, rapes, and rob- 
beries can all be traced back to one or more of the 
above-mentioned ills. Unfortunately, the rules and 
laws tend to protect the criminal, rather than the 
victim.

Within the last few years, we have seen the 
criminal justice system brought to its knees. 
Lawbreakers have increased in such numbers 
that it is no longer possible to deal them proper 
justice. More importantly, it is no longer possible 
to properly protect the lab-abiding people within 
our community. 

It is now common knowledge on the street that 
unless you commit murder, there is a good 
possibility you will be back in action before 
sunrise. The jails are full, and even after allowing 
convicted criminals to serve half- or quarter-time, 
we still have no room to house the fresh new 
talent appearing daily. A message has been sent 
to victims everywhere, and it reads very simply: 
OPEN SEASON. 


Priorities have to be re-examined and adjusted. 
We can no longer bury our heads and pretend the 
problem doesn’t exist. A civilized society cannot 
function where law enforcement lacks the punch 
and the system has no bottom line. Crime is on 
the increase, and we can no longer sit back and 
tolerate its existence. 

We no longer have to prepare ourselves for the 
worst—the worst has arrived. The time for tough 
words has past. What is needed are tougher laws 
and increased jail space for those who believe we 
have given up entirely.

Henry Otto 


(Part Two) 


Henry Otto continued his connection with the 
Randall Brothers’ farm for quite a few years, 
although he had other experiences along the way. 

Edwin Leonard of Feeding Hills was meat in- 
spector and Henry would sometimes bring meat 
out there for inspection. But other times, he would 
go to the Leonard home and bring Mr. Leonard to 
the Grasso or Maspo farm on Meadow Street to 
make inspections. Mr. Leonard wouldn’t ride a 
horse and he didn’t have a buggy. 

A different sort of experience happened one 
day when Henry and Bob Allen were swimming at 
the mouth of Agawam River. They saw a skeleton 
upright in the river bank. They told the police chief 
a Charles Hull, who had a wide knowledge of In- 

jans. 





ls this the skeleton which is now in the Spr- 
ingfield Museum? 

During the years Henry worked at Randall’s the 
front of the farm near Main Street was used as 
Agawam’s first airport. Two men who were in- 
terested in the airplane business were. Parker, 
who sold Stutz and Marmon cars, and Buckley, 
who owned a lot of apartments in Springfield. 

They bought Eagle Rock airplanes and 
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assembled them at a hanger they built at 
Randall’s. The flying field was only part of the 
farm; the rest was still under cultivation. Henry 
remembers Captain Barrows. Leonard Povey was 
a pilot and mechanic. Boots was a pilot. They sold 
a lot of planes. 

They kept planes in Allen’s barn near South End 
Bridge at night and flew them back to the field in 
the morning to take up passengers. 

One time when Henry was working in a back 
field with a pair of horses, he heard a loud buzz- 
ing. It was foggy and he could see nothing. The 
horses were frightened. Then out of the fog came 
an airplane heavily loaded. It was the three motor 
Ford plane belonging to Royal Typewriter Com- 
pany. For some reason, it could not land at Hart- 
ford. The load had to be trucked to Hartford. 

After a strip of land was taken for the water 
main to Springfield, the remaining ground was too 
eae for landing, so it was given up as a landing 

ield. 

A few years ago, a horse belonging to aman on 
River Road got loose and swam or was drifted by 
the current across the Connecticut to an island. 
Henry suggested that he and the owner row 
across, that the owner would row back and Henry 
would lead the horse on along line from the boat. 
The owner didn’t think a horse would follow a 
boat. He didn’t trust Henry’s experience. But final- 
ly he got a police power boat and the horse did 
swim home along behind it. 

Henry had swum horses along behind a 
rowboat many times. He was in on several 
rescues where Eastern States was flooded and 
they had to get horses our of there. One year, it 
must have been 1938, when a hurricane hit during 
Eastern States week, there were 80 horses tem- 
porarily kept at Randall’s, after being rescued 
from rising waters. 

Henry’s later life until retirement was occupied 
with working for the Town Highway Department. 
But he has never lost his interest in horses.

You can pick up an FHA mortgage application 
at any number of local lending institutions. 
Review the loan application prior to shopping for 
a house-to avoid choosing one that doesn’t fall 
within guidelines set by the authority.

VA loans carry all the same benefits and pay- 
ment structures as a conventional home loan.

__ Adecline in interest rates is good news if you're 
in need of a car or ahome loan, but the situation 
can be disappointing if all your discretionary 
money is concentrated in such highly liquid’ in- 
vestments as money-market accounts, savings 
accounts, or bank CD's. 

For example, the average yield on money- 
market accounts was less than six percent at the 
S.aginning of 1992. But by summer, most rates 
were down to approximately three percent, which 
isn’t much above the three percent available ona 
Passbook-savings account. This year, the cost of 
living is expected to rise between three and four 
percent. Money invested in these vehicles isn’t 
doing much more than spinning its wheels. 

What can you do about declining interest rates?

Will stocks and bonds continue to have positive 
returns? There’s no clear answer—stocks and 
bonds always have their ups and downs. However, 
history shows that during the long term, both 
stocks and bonds have provided higher returns 
than investments such as bank CDs or 
moneymarket accounts. If you have long-term 
capital accumulation goals, you'll most likely 
want to consider having part of your assets in in- 
vestments that have the potential to provide long- 
term returns that outpace inflation. 

If you haven't determined your financial goals, 
the amount of risk you’re willing to take, or don’t 
know what investments are best for your financial 
situtuation, you may want to consider meeting 
with a professionab financial planner.

‘‘Beef Up’’ Your 
Heart-Healthy Meals 


“Where’s the beef?” is a question first asked by 
Clara Peller in the old commercials for Wendy's 
hamburgers. Today, many people are still asking 
that question because health-conscious cooks 
are serving less beef. But you can have your beef 
ang a healthy heart, too. Many cuts of beef are low 
in fat. 

THE BEST CUTS 

The leanest cuts of beef come from the round 
(leg) and loin area of the cattle. So, in the market, 
select cuts with “round” or “loin” in the name. 
ths chart below tells you beef’s six skinniest 
cuts. 

Top round and eye of the round are the leanest 
with just one gram more fat than chicken. Ground 
beef is your highest fat beef. Even if it’s “extra 
lean,” three ounces contain 14 grams of fat. 

Beef is graded according to how much marbling 
it contains. Three grade levels are available in the 
market: Prime, Choice, and Select. Prime packs in 
the most fat. Select is the leanest grade. Select is 
often hard to find. So, ask your meat manager if 
they carry it. 

MAKING BEEF MOIST 

Today’s leaner beef needs to be handled and 
prepared properly to keep it moist, juicy, and 
tender. 

Loin cuts will be tender broiled or grilled. Be 
sure not to overcook them. A tasty temperature 
that will kill bacteria is 160 degrees (medium to 
medium well). And remember, larger pieces of 
meat will retain more moisture than smaller cuts. 

Round cuts of beef taste best if you cook them 
using moist heat, like pot roast, or if you marinate 
them. The acid in a marinade (vinegar, citrus juice, 
or wine) tenderizes the meat. To keep fat in 
marinades to a minimum, replace the oil with a 
fat-free or lowfat Italian salad dressing.

Jack In The Box Office 


There exists an actor who has proven to be an 
immensely successful box office draw. His 
characters are usually psychotic, his movies are 
usually eerie, and his name is Jack Nicholson. 


* One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest 

Director: Milos Forman. 1975. Rated R. 2 hours and 
13 minutes. Starring: Jack Nicholson, Louise Fletcher, 
Will Sampson, Danny DeVito, Christopher Lloyd, Scat- 
man Crothers, and Brad Dourif. 

One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest is, by far, one of 
Jack Nicholson’s most famous movies. As the 
character of Randall P. McMurphy, Nicholson 
plays aman who is sent to a mental institution for 
psychiatric evaluations. During his stay, he in- 
cites confidence in his fellow patients and urges 
them to rebel against the authority figures of the 
hospital, especially the head nurse (played by 
Louise Fletcher). 

The film provides some genuine laughter which 
is directly attributed not so much to the dialogue 
as it is to the dialogue delivery by the actors. Ob- 
viously, the funniest moments in the film deal 
with the conflicts between the patients and the 
authority figures. Especially entertaining are the 
frequent confrontations between McMurphy and 
the insensitive head nurse. 

The film’s high quality was solidified by being 
the recipient of a record-breaking number of 
Academy Awards. One of the major winning 
techniques used in the production of this film is 
the exploitation of each character's idiosyn- 
chrasies. This exploitation is combined with a 
method of meshing the characters’ behaviors 
together to make for some hysterical scenes. 

In closing, One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest 
achieved its high-quality status by exemplifying 
great entertainment. It has its laughs; it has its 
drama; it has its suspense; and it should have 
your attention. 4 STARS. (Mature audiences.)

Rated R. 2 hours 
and 26 minutes. Starring: Jack Nicholson, Shelley 
Duvall, and Scatman Crothers. 

| have been quoted as saying that Stephen 
King-inspired films are either very good or very 
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bad. Having said that, The Shining is an example of 
that rare occasion where one of his novel adapta- 
tions is good, no doubt attributable to 
Nicholson’s chilling performance as the deranged 
caretaker of a huge hotel out in the boondocks. 

The enthralling power of the film comes from 
the perfect presentation of the gradual decay of 
the caretaker’s sane mind. Shelley Duvall’s perfor- 
mance as Wendy serves as the bridge between 
sanity and insanity as she watches her husband 
become “possessed” by the hotel. E 

In The Shining are also Some memorable scenes 
that strike a primal nerve of fear with the au- 
dience. Such scenes involve the absolutely men- 
tal Johnny (Nicholson). This fear proves to be 
quite raw and simplistic, which gives the film its 
pleasingly spooky atmosphere and tone. 

Be warned, this is a horror film. If you are 
squeamish, then stay away. If you do like to be 
scared, then rent The Shining and experience the 
ultimate in fear-provoking acting as only Jack 
Nicholson can deliver! STARS. (Mature au- 
diences.)

Jack Nicholson, appropriately @nough, plays 
the Devil in this weird film about three enchanted 
women. Nicholson is “summoned” by the three 
women to the town of Eastwick. Upon his arrival 
straight through to his departure, the characters 
play mind games with each other. The women 
soon realize that they made a mistake in having 
Nicholson come to town, as he wreaks havoc in 
Eastwick. 

The strongest thing about The Witches of 
Eastwick is the chemistry between the characters. 
While watching it, it is easy to see that Nicholson, 
Cher, Sarandon, and Pfeiffer work extremely well 
together. The humor of the film comes from two 
plot characteristics; the first is the sly maneuvers 
Nicholson uses to move in on the women, and the 
second is when the women get revenge upon him 
for his sneaky antics. 

The film is definitely a weird one that casts 
some sort of spell on the viewer that keeps their 
attention on the film. It isn’t a phenomenal film by 
any means, but it is still quite entertaining never- 
theless. 22 STARS. (Mature audiences.)

It’s the tale of a little girl, a poor little rich girl 
whose mother and father lead turn-of-the-century 
lifestyles of the rich and famous, housed in regal 
splendor in British India with servants to meet 
their every need and no time to be spent parenting 
(or loving) their young daughter. ; 

We see a portrait of a child who, as she ap- 
proaches the pre-teen age, does not even dress 
herself; her servants have always done that task 
for her. 

Thus, when disaster strikes as inevitably must, 
an earthquake claims the lives of her parents and 
she is shipped to Britain with dozens of other “In- 
dia earthquake orphans.” She is left standing on 
the pier, awaiting her 11th hour pick-up by a stern,

brooding housekeeper and her transport by horse- 
drawn coach to a mansion in .the bleak winter

Her temper does not endear her to anyone, and 
the uncle upon whom she has been foisted is too 
busy grieving his own lost love (the twin of our 
heroine’s mother) to be bothered with another 
child; he already has a son he never sees, a 
pampered boy treated as a crippled because (by 
fate) he was “born too soon.”

Its ghostly illusions (and allusions) provide a 
romantic and sentimental twist, and the costum- 
ing, sets, photography, and sound are all worthy 
of note. 

It’s predictability, it’s occasional improbability, 
occur because there is too much story to tell and 
too little time to tell it. 

Nonetheless, The Secret Garden should be not 
secret to viewers with a discerning eye for quality 
films.

Robin Hood: Men in Tights is a Mel Brooks 
rehash, a comedy that takes a new topic and fills 
it up with the same old gags (visual and auditory) 
and hopes to get another round of laughs. It does 
... but from sheer embarassment. 

This spoof of the Errol Flynn style of hero and 
its fractured fairy-tale look at a hero of folk tales 
and legend (to say nothing of years of movies and 
TV) misses the mark in a way that the real Robin 
Hood never did.

Surviving The Tomatoes 


It’s almost that time again. If you have a garden, 
it won’t be long before your refrigerator is packed 
with fresh produce, not the least of which may be 
a ‘wheelbarrow’s worth of tomatoes. It’s a time 
when the improbable notion of a front-yard 
vegetable stand sits heavy in your mind. 

Excess tomatoes at this time of year, at least 
for the gardeners, can present a serious problem. 
Things can get fairly frightening, agriculturally 
speaking. Not only will the refrigerator be filled 
with them, but by September, you can’t even give 
them away. Your friends at work will leave the 


room when they see you stagger in with grocery + 


bags full. 

So, just what /S the answer to the annual 
tomato glut? Restraint at planting time? Not for 
this gardener, by cracky. 

In my garden, a couple of tomato plants 
become 15 or more ona “just in case” (of drought, 
floods, cutworms, sand storms, blight, etc.) basis. 
Although I’ve limited the agricultural efforts to a 
meager 10 tomato plants this year, already | avoid 
looking out the kitchen window at tomato city in 
the backyard. 

| have more recipes for tomatoes than Ross 
Perot has money. 

FRIED. GREEN TOMATOES 
(Serves 4) 
Y pound smoked bacon, cut into 6 thick slices 
Y2 cup cornmeal 
3 tablespoons freshly grated Parmesan cheese 
34 teaspoons Salt 
2 teaspoon freshly grated black pepper 
3 tablespoons vegetable oil 
4 medium green tomatoes, cored and sliced 
crosswise %4” thick 

In a large skillet, fry the bacon over moderate 
heat until crisp, about eight minutes. Drain on 
paper towels and then crumble. Reserve two 
tablespoons of the fat and discardithe remainder. 

In a wide shallow dish, mix together the corn- 
meal, Parmesan cheese, salt, and pepper. In the 
skillet, heat one tablespoon of the reserved bacon 
fat with half of the vegetable oil over moderately 
high heat. Press half of the tomato slices into the 
cornmeal mixture to coat both sides well. 

When the fat is sizzling hot, add the tomatoes 
and cook until crisp and lightly browned on one 
side, about one minutes. Flip and cook the other 
side until crisp, another minute or so. 

Drain ‘on paper towels. Fry the remaining 
tomato slices in the remaining one tablespoon of 
bacon fat and 1% tablespoons for the vegetable 
oil. 

Transfer the fried tomatoes to a large plate, 
sprinkle the crumbled bacon on top, and serve im- 
mediately.

Every now and again, | stop long enough to 
think about why some gardeners have such a 
tendency to plant tomatoes in such excess. It may 
have something to do with being a little on the 
compulsive side. 

One year, my friend and | set ourselves to the 
business of planning our gardens during the late 
winter instead of just showing up at the seed or 
plant store on the designated planting date. 

Our goal was to separate ourselves from our 
usual disorganized approach. We sent for every 
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seed catalog in the country, amassing a truly im- 
pressive garden reference center in our office. We 
took it a step further and made lists so that we 
could plant different crops, allowing us to swap 
veggies. We then went over the edge and got out 
the graph paper, and our modest gardens grew in- 
to backyard farms. 

BAKED TOMATOES WITH A 
PROVENCAL-STYLE CRUMB TOPPING 
(Serves 4) 

4 large ripe tomatoes 
Salt 


4 tablespoons butter or olive oil 
2 cup finely chopped onions or shallots 
1-2 teaspoons minced garlic (optional) 
1 cup fresh bread crumbs 
% cup chopped fresh:herbs (such as parsley, 
basil, thyme) 
Freshly ground pepper 
Halve the tomatoes and squeeze out the seeds. 
Lightly salt and drain upside-down on a rack. Heat 
two tablespoons of the butter or oi! in a saute pan 
and lightly saute the onions. Add the minced 
garlic (if using it) and the remaining butter or oil. 
Add the bread crumbs and saute until lightly 
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golden. Add the herbs, then season to taste with 
salt and pepper. Spoon the crumbs into the 
tomato halves and dot with butter or drizzie with 
oil. 


Place in a buttered baking dish and bake in a 
pre-heated 400 F oven for 10-15 minutes, or until 
the tomatoes are heated through and their skins 
are beginning to shrivel. Don’t overcook or the 
tomatoes will collapse. Lightly brown under the 
broiler if you wish. 


* Optional suggestions: 

Add grated cheese to the bread crumbs. You 
may also wish to make this with onions and pep- 
pers. Fill the tomatoes with a mixture of % cup 
sauteed minced onions, one cup minced peppers, 
a touch of chili pepper, minced garlic, and 
mushrooms. Top with Monterey Jack cheese.

This particular year, we researched everything 
from preparing the soil to the latest techniques to 
increase and improve the quality of our 
vegetables. In the spring, armed with our precise- 
ly graphed-out garden layouts, we planted what 
probably amounted to a dandy sampling of most 
every vegetable it’s been vaguely possible to grow 
in New England. ‘ 

As new-age ‘“‘farmerettes,” we organically fer- 
tilized the crops at length, spending whole after- 
noons comparing notes on mulching, tilling, and 
composting. It was the year that | created—to my 
daughter’s mortification—a compost heap in the 
back yard (named Marjorie). 

We were not, however, destined to be 
nominated to the Farm Council’s Hall of Fame. 

SUMMER RELISH 

(Makes 6 One-Half Pint Jars) 
3 cups Fesled and chopped ripe tomatoes 
1 cup chopped onion 
1 cup finely shredded cabbage 
4 sweet green pepper, seeded and chopped 
¥2 cup peeled and grated sweet apple 
2 teaspoons prepared grated horseradish 
2 tablespoons mustard seed 
Ys cup light brown sugar 
1 teaspoon tabasco sauce 
1% cups cider vinegar 

Mix all ingredients together in a glass bowl. 
Cover and refrigerate for 24 hours before eating. If 
relish gets too juicy, drain off some of the liquid. 
Cover and refrigerate up to three months.

This recipe for summer relish is good with grill- 
ed meats and, as the author suggests, as a salad 
dressing. If you have too many tomatoes, another 
wonderful creation is salsa. Salsa is very easy to 
put together and, among other uses, is what 
nachos are all about (as far as I’m concerned).

(Makes’4 Half-Pint Jars) 
8 pounds ripe tomatoes, peeled, cored, and halved 
2 teaspoons salt é 
2 tablespoons sugar 
4 tablespoons raspberry vinegar 
Y2 teaspoon ground white pepper 
4 tablespoons dark brown sugar 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

Puree the tomatoes (if you want to omit the 
seeds, squeeze tomatoes lightly to seed them 
before pureeing) in batches in a food processor. 
There should be about three quarts. 

Pour the tomato puree into a large shallow 
preserving pan and place over medium heat. Stir 
in the salt and sugar. Bring to a full boil and con- 
tinue to cook, uncovered, for 30 minutes. 

At first.the mixture will be foamy, but as it 
begins to reduce, it will thicken and start to stick 
to the bottom of the pan. At that point add the 
vinegar, pepper, brown sugar, and cinnamon and 
continue cooking until the jam is very thick and 
holds its shape when mounded onto a large metal 
spoon, about 30 minutes more. 

Label the jam into hot sterilized jars and seal 
with new lids and metal rings. Wipe rims clean 
with a damp towel. Process in a hot water bath for 
five minutes. Remove, cool, check seals, label, 
and store. Allow to age for at least two weeks 
before using.

7th Grade Orientation 
Slated At Junior High 


In an effort to welcome and familiarize incom- 
ing seventh grade students with their new school, 
the Agawam Junior High School will conduct its 
first “Seventh Grade Orientation Night” on Tues- 
day, August 31st, 1993, at 7:00 p.m. in the junior 
high auditorium. 


At that time, students and parents will have the 
opportunity to acquaint themselves with school 
policies and programs with myself and Assistant 
Principal Marc V. Costanzi (prior to touring the 
building). 


Orientation night is the first phase of a two-part 
seventh grade orientation program which also 
features a staggered school opening. Seventh 
grade students will report for their first day of 
classes on Thursday, September 2nd, 1993. Then, 
all eighth grade students will join seventh graders 
pea their classes on Friday, September 3rd, 
1993. 

Both orientation night and the staggered open- 
ing of school are two of several new proposals 
which were developed after school administrators 
received parental inquiries as to whether a 
seventh grade orientation program existed or 
would be instituted in the near future. To deter- 
mine whether such a program was needed, assis- 
tant principal Marc Costanzi surveyed teachers 
and students in grades six, seven, and eight at 
both the Junior High and Middle Schools. Survey 
results showed that a high percentage of 
students believed that touring the building and 
having an exclusive seventh grade opening day 
would be very beneficial and also would help 
alleviate apprehensions which are common with 
school transitions. 


Consequently, a five-member Orientation Com- 
mittee was established and chaired by Mr. 
Costanzi, whose own research revealed that 
several orientation programs already were in 
place for students entering kindergarten or for 
students promoted from elementary school to 
middle school and from junior to senior high 
school. However, he was unsuccessful in finding 
an existing orientation program for sixth grade 
students entering the junior high school level. 


After several meetings, committee members 
decided that the new ‘‘Seventh Grade Orientation 
Program” should include: a student/parent orien- 
tation night, an opening day exclusively for 
seventh grade pupils, placement of signs 
throughout the building stating teacher names 
and room numbers, and additional teachers 
assigned to each homeroom to assist seventh 
grade students with their lockers and schedules 
On opening day.

_At the age of three, Darla Haffke of Feeding 
Hills learned to ride a bike; a little earlier, maybe, 
but just like all the other kids in the neighborhood. 
Now, she’s a little different from the other kids— 
she’s the State Champion for BMX racing for 10 
and 11 year-old girls. 

Darla began racing when she was about five. 
Her older brother, Jake (who was racing at the 
time), had sparked her interest. “I was against it. | 
was. afraid she’d get hurt,” said Darla’s mother, 
Diane Haffke. 

After over five years of competitions, Mrs. Haf- 
fke told us, “So far, she hasn’t gotten hurt at all. 
She's been meeting people, going places, and 
getting plenty of exercise. But, I’ve seen them 
take some of the kids away in ambulances. As 
long as they stick to the rules and don’t push, 
they're OK.” 

The junior high student races on Wednesdays 
and Fridays, with occasional state competitions 
on Saturdays. Competitions are held in Westfield, 
Wakefield, Cape Cod, and Phillipston. Darla won 
the State Championship last October in 
Phillipston, MA. 

With her 12th birthday on August 20th, Darla is 
moving up an age category. “They’ll move her in 
the middie of the season,” said Mrs. Haffke. 

Boys compete in the categories of “beginner,” 
“novice,” and “expert,” while girls generally race 
by age categories. ‘ ‘There aren't many girls,” said 
Mrs. Haffke, adding, * ‘It (the sport) is a little too 
rough and tumble.” 

The next thing after a State Championship is 
the Nationals. Mrs. Haffke said, “Darla has been 
wanting to give it a try.” However, it involves a lot 
of traveling and can get quite expensive. Darla’s 
sisters, Starla and Johanna, have both competed 
nationally in rollerskating.

What’s Wrong With Roger Clemens???

We have had two true superstars playing for the 
Boston Red Sox for the past 10 years, and one of 
them was lost to free agency last winter. The 
other one is in a world of trouble with Red Sox 
fans right now. ; 

Wade Boggs is over there playing for the 
Yankees, and Roger Clemens is getting hit as 
hard as the Colorado Rockies pitching staff these 
days. What is wrong with our Rocket? 

There are a slew of possibilities ranging from 
burnout to medical difficulties, to bad biorhythms 
to a lack of confidence. These factors—coupled 
with a fierce determination level and his own high 
expectations of himself—have caused one of the 
more disconcerting slumps of the right-handed 
fireballer’s career in Boston. 

Clemens has had a stormy career with the fans 
and media of Boston. Nobody will debate anybody 
on that topic. But, Roger Clemens has been a truly 
marvelous pitcher. Once again, | do not have the 
stats at my disposal, but this) guy has been 
nothing short of spectacular much of his career. 

Think about how many times he has struck out 
10 batters or more, and how many times that he 
has mowed down the side on strikes. How many 
games had he won immediately following a Red 

ox loss. How many times had he gone nine inn- 
ings on a steamy weekend at Fenway. The guy 
has been powerful and consistent in ways that 
mere mortal pitchers can only dream. 

He has been an icon in baseball and regarded 
nationwide as the best pitcher in the land. He has 
taken those big legs of his and molded them into 
a supremely conditioned pair of tools that allow 
him to throw that fastball whenever he wants— 
and unbelievably wherever he wants. 

That’s been the incredible part of Roger 
Clemens. His work ethic keeps him in tip-top 
physical shape. This allows him to throw the 
baseball through a brick wall. 

A lot of players can get to a very high level by 
working themselves hard in ways that the fan will 
never see. And Clemens does that 12 months a 
year and always has. 

He makes more! money than everybody in your 
neighborhood and yet he never gives his body a

there. He wants the ball and he wants the Red Sox

Clemens’ Style 

The movement on that fastball and his ability to 
put that fastball exactly where the batter doesn’t 
want to see it has made this man the remarkable 
success that he has been since breaking in with 
the Sox in 1984. A short “call-up” season in ‘84 
and an injury in ‘85 had people wondering about 
this supposed wunderkind, but one cool Fenway 
April evening in April 1986 had people wondering 
no more. 

| still have the cassette tape of the final three in- 
nings that made the people Sleepless in Seattle. It 
was a Tuesday night in Month One of the long 
season that Roger Rocket struck out 20 Mariners 
in one night! It was not on my TV (no NESN for me 
in those days), but it was certainly on my radio 
and Ken Coleman and Joe Castiglione brought it 
into my house with a great level of enthusiasm 
and accuracy. 

From that day forward, Clemens has stood 
directly under that spotlight and he even replaces 
the bulbs when it burns out. He takes the heat 
when he should and he basks in the glory nicely, 
too. 

Now, he has actually hurt the team in the past 
month. He has been the one that is stopping winn- 
ing streaks and he can’t get anybody oui in the 
early innings. 

He is still battling obviously, but he looks so 
human, so vulnerable on the mound. Joe Carter’s 
three-run homer (over the screen) off Our Hero 
reduced him to an involuntary jerk of the neck and 
a wide open mouth as Carter's drive majestically 
left the yard. 

To make matters worse, this is the time of the 
year when Clemens’ work is questioned anyway. 
He has not been very consistent or particularly ef- 
fective in the post-season. The won-loss record 
and ERA are close to awful in his October work, 
and people have reminded every talk show host of 
this fact for years ... since 1986.

blame on the tough days, and you seem to enjoy 
yourself and your teammates so much on the 
good days. 

Every time things get tough on the Boston 
baseball scene, it seems as if everybody wants to 
move you on to another team. But, in actuality, 
that is not necessarily a bad thing. | say that 
because it implies that you have value—as much 
as any player that the team has right now. People 
don’t want to be frustrated—they want to win now 
—and | believe that you have always been a win- 
ner. 

So drive a few up the alley and let ‘em roll to the 
bullpen wall. Slap a few into the screen in 
September, hit yourself 12 to 15 homers this year, 
bat in the low .300’s, throw a guy out once ina 
while, catch all those cans of corn, and keep that 
wonderful spirit that you possess.

Things Look Good For 
Upcoming Deer Season 


The general outlook for this year’s deer season 
is excellent, reports Steve Weber, deer project 
leader for the New Hampshire Fish and Game 
Department. “The deer went into late February 
and March in good condition, so the’ herd ex- 
perienced good winter survival,” he explained. 

The 1993 deer season opens with the archery 
season, which runs from September 15th through 
December 15th. The muzzleloader season is Oc- 
tober 30th through November 9th. Deer of either 
sex may be taken during the archery and 
muzzleloader seasons. 

The regular firearms season is from November 
10th through December 5th. The number of days 
in which does may be taken varies within wildlife 
management units. 

To hunt deer in New Hampshire, residents must 
have either a combination hunting and fishing 
license ($30.50) or a hunting license ($15.50). A 
non-resident hunting license costs $70.50 (for 
anyone under 16 years of age, it’s $36.50). 

To hunt with a bow and arrow, only an archery 
license is needed; $15.50 for residents, and $36.50 
for non-residents. 4 

To hunt with a muzzleloader during the special 
season, a hunting license—plus a $23 special 
license—is needed by the non-resident. 

The bear season will open September 1st 
through November 9th, and November 16th 
through December 5th in Coos, Carroll, and Graf- 
ton counties. 

Vermont Deer Season Excellent This Year 

Wildlife biologist Scott Darling, a member of 
the department's deer team, says last year’s total 
harvest of 14,460 whitetails was the second- 
highest in over a decade, and that he expects 
hunters to do well again this fall. 

Vermont has kepts its license fees very com- 
petitive. Fees for non-residents are as follows: 
hunting, $75; youth hunting (under 18 years of 
age), $25; muzzleloader (with hunting license), 
$15; archery (with hunting license), $15; archery 
only, $50; and second archery or muzzleloader 
licenses, $15. : 

Archery license sales increased from 16,564 in 
1988 to 27,482 in 1992. ; 

Vermont’s archery season is for deer of either 
sex from October 2nd through October 24th. 
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and bucks with three-inch or longer antlers from 
December 4th through December 12th. Second 
licenses may be purchased at any time, making it 
possible to take two deer by archery. 

The regular firearms season is for bucks only 
with at least three-inch or longer antlers. The 
season starts November 13th and runs until 
November 28th. 

The muzzleloader hunters share the woods with 
the archers from December 4th through December 
12th. If they have not already taken three deer in 
October and November, muzzleloaders may take 
up to two bucks with three-inch or longer antlers 
by using two licenses. In.1992, muzzleloaders 
shot 375 bucks. 

Licenses are available by mail by writing the 
Fish & Wildlife Department at 1093 South Main 
Street, Waterbury, Vermont, 05676, phone number 
(802) 241-3700. They can also be purchased at 
sporting goods stores and some Vermont Town 
Clerks’ offices.

Common Sense Amendments 
Introduced In U.S. House 

The bi-partisan leadership of the House Con- 
gressional Sportsmen’s Caucus has introduced 
WLFA-proffered Common Sense Amendments to 
the Endangered Species Act. 

Rep. Don Young, R-Alaska, and Rep. Bill 
Brewster, D-Oklahoma, co-chairmen of the House 
Sportsmen’s Caucus, have introduced the amend- 
ments package as H.R. 2207. 

The bill was assigned to the House Committee 
on Merchant Marine and Fisheries. Hearings have 
yet to be scheduled. 

In the Senate, Sen. Conrad Burns, R-Montana, 
and Senator Richard B. Shelby, D-Alabama, have 
expressed interest in sponsoring the Common 
Sense Amendments. 

In other ESA updates, the Houston Safari Club 
has joined the steering committee of the Sport- 
smen’s Coalition for Common Sense Amend- 
ments to the ESA. That brings to 19 the number of 
national conservation organizations involved in 
the effort. - 

Common Sense Amendments have the backing 
of the 1.5 million-member Sportsmen’s Coalition 
for Common Sense Amendments to the ESA. They 
also have the direct lobbying support of the 
WLFA‘s Washington-based National Affairs Of- 
fice. 

The amendments are designed to keep ex- 
tremists from using the ESA to stop hunting, pro- 
vide good science in determining what is en- 
dangered under the ESA, and formally recognize 
in the ESA the sportsman’s conservation role.

Dia- 
mond Anchor came in second (making me look 
like a soothsayer—but | got interviewed by 
nobody!), and | cashed in,my ticket ... which net- 
ted me a cool $3.60. 

A Time When Things Must Be Done... 

There is a half hour in-between races, as many 
things must be done and the jockeys (who ride 
multiple races) must be given a chance to recover 
prior to the start of the next race. There is a 
tremendous amount of handicapping that takes 
place, and (of course) the vendors get a chance to 
make a dollar or two while the crowd easily moves 
from spot to spot on the beautifully landscaped 
grounds at the fabled raceway. 

They race every day except Tuesday and admis- 
sion to the grandstand is only $2. You can 
upgrade yourself to the clubhouse for an addi- 
tional three dollars, and it appears to be well 
worth it because you can get a seat AND get

yourself to a proper height level which will allow 
you to watch the horses all the way around the 
track. 

Field glasses (binoculars) are recommended if 
you can remember to bring them. Big cameras 
and big lenses wil! allow you to capture part of 
your outing, but they will kill your shoulder (with 
the strap) after just a very few races. 

The trip is just a shade over two hours from the 
Springfield area and it is easy to find the race 
track. We stayed for five races and felt that we 
had enjoyed the experience fully from our grands- 
tand location. 

| believe that we would have stayed longer had 
we had the foresight to plant ourselves in a seat 
(in the clubhouse). The afternoon sun was blazing 
hot, and the long waits between races got tousa 
little bit as the day wore on. Comfortable clothing 
and a pair of good shoes are recommended for the 
many walks that you will want to take around the 
grounds. 

| picked three winners out of five races and left 
Saratoga with about seven dollars in the plus col- 
umn. Of course, tolls, parking, a lemonade, a 
pretzel, a stop at Mickey D’s on the way, gasoline, 
and other stuff ultimately ended up putting me in 
the minus column. You can’t put a price ona good 
time, though. 3 

It was something completely different and it 
was a very enjoyable experience. And, although 
they call it the Sport of Kings, the opportunity to 
attend the races and enjoy yourself is wel! within 
reach of any budget.
